And now that “Poppy” has brought it to the 
attention of the world for the first time that she also 
has a charming voice and a graceful facility at stepping, 
there doesn’t seem to be much left for us to do but just 
quietly to explode and be gathered up with the rest of 
those unfortunates in the world’s history who have died 
of love. 

As if this were not enough for one musical comedy to 
effect, “Poppy” also brings W. C. Fields out of panto- 
mime into a long and intricate speaking-role which he 
handles with all the ease and skill that he has in the 
past bestowed on billiard bails and cigar boxes. We are 
now ready to affix our seal to a proclamation declaring 
him eligible for any honors that he may care to attain in 
the musical comedy field from now on.
